Police Request 
For Pay Raise 
To Be Studied 


Council To Add Plea 
To Earlier Proposals 
Of Other Personnel 


City Council Monday night took 
under advisement a police depart­ 
ment request for a general 20 per 
cent wage increase for the 22-man 
force, which would cost an esti 
mated $17,000 annually. 
Two other requests were pre 
sented to Council in caucus ses­ 
sion by three members of the wage 
committee of the Fraternal Order 
of Police Lodge: 
A three-week vacation with pay 
for men with more than IO years’ 
service, as compared with the pres­ 
ent 15 days annual leave, and 
A raise of an unspecified amount 
in the uniform allowance, which is 
now $50 a year.

Seeks Hike In Other Rates 
Postal Chief Asks Boost 
To 4 Cents To Mail Letter 


WASHINGTON (ff — Postmaster 
General Summerfield has asked 
Congress to raise the price of mail­ 
ing a letter from 3 to 4 cents “ to 
meet increased costs: to provide 
facilities for growing mail vol­ 
ume; to improve service.” 
For the same reason, Summer­ 
field yesterday called for a boost 
in domestic air mail from 6 to 7 
cents and second and third-class 
mail rates. 
In all, the rate increases would 
yield more than 332 million dol­ 
lars a year. Of this, the 1-cent 
increase in the cost of a letter 
stam p would account for 237 mil­ 
lions. The letter rate would be 
raised only on the first ounce, re­ 
maining at 3 cents for each addi­ 
tional ounce. 


Summerfield coupled his bid for 
higher rates with a proposal to 
raise the pay of about 500,000 let­ 
ter 
carriers, 
clerks 
and 
other 
postal workers by 5 per cent. At 
the same time, he suggested a re­ 
vision of salary schedules which 
he said now result in “injustices” 
and prevent the Post Office De­ 
partm ent “ from paying employes 
what they are worth.” 
He estimated these increases 
and adjustments would cost 129 
million dollars a year. Counting 
certain fringe benefits, this would 
mount to at least 170 millions a 
year, the Post Office Department 
said.

ly. 
The legislation, known as House 
Bill 6, “ will m eet as m any ob­ 
stacles as before, only this tim e 
more of them in the form of op- 
position from one industry,” Rep.

Congress Gets The Potato 


President Eisenhower has asked Congress to 
share his responsibility for the sharpening crisis 
in Asia. 


Every alert member of Congress knows how 
hot a potato the United States has been holding 
in the executive commitment made by Harry 
Truman in 1950 to protect Formosa from in­ 
vasion. 


Although the commitment had to be made 
when it was and had to be maintained as long 
as the United States kept troops in Korea, con­ 
gressional critics have been firing at it from 
two directions. 
Some wanted President Eisenhower, who had 
inherited the commitment, to broaden it to the 
extent of blockading Red China ports with the 
Seventh Fleet. In his judgment, that would be 
an act of war. 
Others wanted President Eisenhower to beat 
a strategic retreat from the spirit of the com­ 
mitment, such as would be entailed in setting 
up a United Nations trusteeship for Formosa 
and simultaneously seeking a truce conference 
between Chinese Communists and Nationalists. 
That would be an act of appeasement. 
The potato was getting hotter by the minute 
as evidence multiplied that the Communists 
were closing In for a clash with the Seventh 
Fleet. 
The United States must decide where to draw 
the line, so neither it nor the Communists will 
be in any doubt about the point where a shooting 
war would start. 
The United States must decide whether or 
not there is merit in the strategic retreat that 
would be embodied in a move to put Formosa 
under U.N. trusteeship, which in effect would 
terminate Nationalist sovereignty and leave Red 
China as the only Chinese government. 
These are not properly executive decisions; 
they belong to Congress, provided the Com­ 
munist time-table for driving the United States 
out of Asia will permit congressional delibera­ 
tion. 
Congress now has the opportunity Its mem­ 
bers perennially demand of making momentous 
decisions in foreign policy, instead of rubber­ 
stamping decisions made by the executive 
branch. May it rise to the occasion — and 
quickly! The Communists seem to be in a 
hurry.

Each year just before Christmas, editorialists 
muse mellowly about what would happen if 
the Christmas spirit were carried over into 
January and the succeeding months of the new 
year. 
It is a perfectly normal reaction when so 
many warm and generous deeds are being per­ 
formed — when so many people are going out 
of their way to be considerate and thoughtful. 
Why couldn’t it be that way all the time? 
Once Christmas is over, the m atter is dropped 
until another Christmas brings it back to mind 
again. Everybody takes it for 
granted 
that 
Santa Claus has gone back to the North Pole 
to stay. The world gets back into its stride. 
That is w’hy a mysterious man who has been 
giving away money in Chicago, apparently to 
beneficiaries chosen at random, has the Chi­ 
cago police department on its ear. There is 
something fishy about anyone who gives away 
money in January. That isn’t the way the 
world is in January. 
The Chicago police thought at first the money 
must be funny. When it proved to be genuine, 
they concluded the donor must be suffering from 
mental frostbite. Unfortunately, they will have 
to catch up to him to check that assumption.

between Red China and Soviet 
Russia, which the British believe 
may occur. 
Furthermore, 
there 
are those 
who want a finger in the China 
trade believing that it will be large, 
although familiarity with the eco­ 
nomics of China leads to the con­ 
clusion that it cannot be of any im­ 
portant dimensions in the immedi­ 
ate future as it has not been, in 
ratio to the total American prod­ 
uct, in the past. The trade factor 
can be ignored for the present 
without affecting the general argu­ 
ment one way or the other. 


WHAT MUST BE important to 
the United States at any time is 
the attitude of the Asiatic coun­ 
tries. In this respect, the 30-Power 
Conference of Asiatic and Afri­ 
can countries to be held in April 
is of paramount significance. This 
will be the first all - Asian Confer­ 
ence ever to have been held and 
will include Red China. Japan has 
been invited but not Formosa, 
which is indicative of the attitude. 
Some of the countries at this Con­ 
ference, such as Pakistan, are al­ 
lied to the United States and, like 
India, benefit from our country. 
This prospective conference, for 
some reason, is played down in the 
United States, but it must have 
taken 
considerable thought and 
action over a protracted period to 
get it to the point of issuing an in­ 
vitation. It can be very important 
and may result in the advanced 
prestige of Red China in Asia. 
At this conference, the leader­ 
ship is likely to be taken by Nehru 
of India or Chou En-lai of Red 
China. 
They 
may combine for 
strength, but Caesar and Napoleon 
cannot sit at the same table with­ 
out one of them being at the head 
of it. 


NEHRU WILL undoubtedly try 
to form an Asiatic - African com­ 
bine of states that will be neutral, 
with New Delhi as the new jerusa­ 
lem, whereas Chou En-lai will la­ 
bor to establish Peking as the core 
of the revived Asiatic civilization 
according to the gospel of Karl 
Marx. 
A conflict between Nehru and 
Chou, should it occur, could be 
helpful to the American policy, but 
is not to be counted on. 
The question of the recognition 
of Red China will take precedence 
at this conference at which will be 
present 
many 
United 
Nations 
members. They could form an em­ 
barrassing bloc within the United 
Nations — that is, embarrassing to 
the United States. 
The weakness of the American 
position from the standpoint of Asi­ 
atic logic is that if we recognize 
Russia, which is the mother coun­ 
try of Marxism, how can we reject 
China which is an offspring of Rus­ 
sia? 
Prof. C. Northcote Parkinson of 
the University of Malaya, pleading 
for recognition, once put it this 
way: 
“ Diplomatic courtesies imply no 
approval of the way a land is ruled. 
If they did. Great Britain need 
never have recognized the inde­ 
pendence of the American colonies. 
In recognizing their independence, 
the British were not viewing the 
m atter with enthusiasm. T h e y 
were merely recognizing a fact. 
The first step towards peace in 
Southeast Asia will be for the 
Americans to display as much 
sense of reality as was shown by 
George III. And George, remem­ 
ber, was not even sane.” 


PROF. PARKINSON forgets that 
the United States gained its free­ 
dom at the end of a war in which 
the British did badly. 
Naturally, the British did not 
view our independence with en­ 
thusiasm and never have. It was 
probably the greatest error in Brit­ 
ish history as William Pitt and Ed­ 
mund Burke told the Parliament of 
their day. 
Our present problem is not anal­ 
ogous unless we are prepared to 
say that because we lost the Ko­ 
rean War, we must recognize our­ 
selves as vanquished and the Red 
Chinese as victors, accepting from 
them a conqueror’s peace. W’e are 
not as insane as George III yet. 
At any rate, it is to be hoped 
that we have not lost all dignity 
and honor because we fear an atom­ 
ic war, despite the frightening con­ 
sequences of such a war.

Ike Shows World U.S. Means Business 


Once Over

The American people will learn 
this week whether they have a di­ 
vided or a united government in 
Washington and likewise whether 
the Free World is behind the Unit­ 
ed States in its forthright stand 
against Communist aggression. 
For the President, in sending a 
message to Congress 
which 
re­ 
quests authority to use American 
armed forces to protect the Amer­ 
ican defense line in the Far East, 
has taken a decisive step. 
It calls for support by the Demo­ 
cratic as well as the Republican 
parties in both houses. 
It calls also for support of the 
principle by Great Britain, France, 
Italy and the other countries of 
the free world to whom the United 
States already has given a similar 
commitment in the congressional 
authorizations related to the North 
Atlantic Treaty. For in that area 
a future attack on any one of the 
member countries is to be con­ 
strued as an attack on the defense 
line of our own armed forces. 


OCCASIONS IN American his­ 
tory when a president of the Unit­ 
ed States has asked for the pas­ 
sage of a joint resolution authoriz­ 
ing the use of the armed forces of 
this country are rare. 
Usually they arise when Ameri­ 
can military intervention already 
had occurred in an emergency and 
Congress is requested to ratify the 
step or else when authority is re­ 
quested to ratify a state of war al­ 
ready begun by some other coun­ 
try. 
This time President Eisenhower 
is asking for a contingent author­ 
ity—the right to use the armed 
forces if and when an act of in­ 
vasion of the Formosa area—de­ 
fined as within our defense or se­ 
curity orbit—is committed by a 
hostile power. 
Actually the United States for 
all practical purposes now is in a 
state of war with the government of 
Red China which has a 
million 
troops poised against the American 
and Allied forces in Korea. An ar­ 
mistice is not a treaty of peace 
and hence a state of wrar continues 
in Korea. 
Pursuing this realistic fact, the 
President now is really asking for 
authority to protect the troops in 
Korea. For if by any neglect of 
the Formosa area, the Communist 
Chinese are able to conquer the 
armies of the Nationalists, 
the 
way is open for the Red Chinese 
to transfer their big army on the 
mainland to Manchuria and the vi­ 
cinity of the Yalu River. To ignore 
this factor of the military situation 
is to put in jeopardy the American 
divisions now stationed in Korea. 
Hence the President’s message 
is in line with the traditional pol­ 
icy of the United States to protect 
its armed forces wherever they 
are. While American troops were 
sent to Korea to fulfill a mission 
directed by the United Nations, 
once they are stationed abroad 
their protection as an army does 
not cease to be the military obliga­ 
tion of the United States govern­ 
ment. 


THE DEFENSE line of the Unit­ 
ed States at present extends from 
Korea southward to Okinawa, For­ 
mosa and the Philippines. Under 
the Truman administration, t h e 
“defense perim eter” did not in­ 
clude Korea but it did run south­ 
ward from Japan to Okinawa to 
Formosa and to the Philippines. 
So the Democrats are committed 
to the adoption of military meas­ 
ures to protect that line—in fact, 
it was this thesis which the U.S. 
Joint Chief* of Staff upheld when

J Gen. Eisenhower was chief of staff 
of the Army prior to the outbreak 
of the war in Korea. 
The defense of an American line 
I in the Far East however is not 
solely a military matter that is 
confined to American forces. 
It 
goes to the obligations that are 
implicit in the treaties of mutual 
defense which have been drawn 
up with the Republic of Korea, the 
Nationalist government on Formo­ 
sa, the Philippines, Australia and 
New Zealand. In fact, the protec­ 
tion of all Southeast Asia is di­ 
rectly related to the joint resolu­ 
tion which the President now is 
requesting from Congress. For it 
means that the United States in­ 
tends to make good on its pledges 
contained in those mutual defense 
pacts. This is a concrete exhibi­ 
tion of American good faith. For 
a threat to the pieace of the Far 
East indeed has arisen through the 
warfare by the Communists close 
to Formosa. 


THE MORAL IMPACT of t h e 
! step 
must inevitably be f e l t 


throughout the world and especial­ 
ly in Europe. It puts the United 
States on record as willing to do 
its share in the defense not only of 
the free countries in Europe but 
those of Asia as well. It is notice 
to the Communists that all the by­ 
play about sentencing American 
prisoners as “spies” and seeking 
by propaganda methods to capi­ 
talize on the incident is irrelevant 
and that when the chips are down 
—as they appear to be in and 
around Formosa—the United States 
will employ its armed forces. 
This means naval power and air 
power and the use of atomic power 
too. For today the dropping of 
atomic shells can be confined to 
military installations. 
The Communists now must un­ 
derstand that the United S t a t e s 
means business and that “peace­ 
ful co-existence” must mean peace­ 
ful behavior on the part of the Com­ 
munists, too, if the use of Ameri­ 
can armed forces is not to be 
compelled.

hope could be substituted for the 
desperation that complicates pris­ 
on administration. 
Nor will taxpayers be impressed 
by what happens to a few human 
beings whose loss of hope makes 
them desperate enough to strike 
out 
blindly 
a n d 
desperately 
against the symbols of the forces 
that deprived them of the indis­ 
pensable "element of life. Better 
prison conditions would cost a lot 
of money. 
Men can exist by bread alone. 
Prisoners never starve physically 
in this country. Their bodies are 
kept alive even when the jailers 
are barbarians. 
But no man can live in his mind 
without hope. 
Whether he is behind bars or 
privileged to move about as he 
pleases, he must believe he has a 
chance to get some of what he 
has fixed in his mind’s eye as 
desirable—and the range of de­ 
sire is infinite. 
It may be as little a thing as 
a chance to walk in the sun once

Perhaps nothing can be done 
about restoring hope to men who 
have jeopardized their right to it 
by committing crimes against so­ 
ciety.

The incident in Massachusetts 
State Prison will cause re-exam­ 
ination. Every prison 
riot does 
that And out of a long succession 
of riots there has come a more 
enlightened version of the point 
where incarceration ceases to be 
justifiable and becomes inhumani­ 
ty.

barians who rob prisoners of life 
as casually as they rob them of 
hope. We must wait on civilization 
to do away with genocide, torture 
and “brain-washing.** 
But we who regard ourselves as 
better than barbarians will con­ 
tinue to re-examine the problem 
and try new ideas whenever we 
are confronted with reminders that 
robbing men of hope is a moral 
offense. 
Whether the robbery is done

Russia, which the British believe 
may occur. 
Furthermore, 
there 
are those 
who want a finger in the China 
trade believing that it will be large, 
although familiarity with the eco­ 
nomics of China leads to the con­ 
clusion that it cannot be of any im­ 
portant dimensions in the immedi­ 
ate future as it has not been, in 
ratio to the total American prod­ 
uct, in the past. The trade factor 
can be ignored for the present 
without affecting the general argu­ 
ment one way or the other. 


WHAT MUST BE important to 
the United States at any time is 
the attitude of the Asiatic coun­ 
tries. In this respect, the 30-Power 
Conference of Asiatic and Afri­ 
can countries to be held in April 
is of paramount significance. This 
will be the first all - Asian Confer­ 
ence ever to have been held and 
will include Red China. Japan has 
been invited but not Formosa, 
which is indicative of the attitude. 
Some of the countries at this Con­ 
ference, such as Pakistan, are al­ 
lied to the United States and, like 
India, benefit from our country. 
This prospective conference, for 
some reason, is played down in the 
United States, but it must have 
taken 
considerable thought and 
action over a protracted period to 
get it to the point of issuing an in­ 
vitation. It can be very important 
and may result in the advanced 
prestige of Red China in Asia. 
At this conference, the leader­ 
ship is likely to be taken by Nehru 
of India or Chou En-lai of Red 
China. 
They may 
combine for 
strength, but Caesar and Napoleon 
cannot sit at the same table with­ 
out one of them being at the head 
of it. 


NEHRU WILL undoubtedly try 
to form an Asiatic - African com­ 
bine of states that will be neutral, 
with New Delhi as the new jerusa­ 
lem, whereas Chou En-lai will la­ 
bor to establish Peking as the core 
of the revived Asiatic civilization 
according to the gospel of Karl 
Marx. 
A conflict between Nehru and 
Chou, should it occur, could be 
helpful to the American policy, but 
is not to be counted on. 
The question of the recognition 
of Red China will take precedence 
at this conference at which will be 
present 
many 
United 
Nations 
! members. They could form an em- 
j barrassing bloc within the United 
! Nations — that is, embarrassing to 
I the United States. 
The weakness of the American 
| position from the standpoint of Asi- 
; atic logic is that if we recognize 
Russia, which is the mother coun­ 
try of Marxism, how’ can we reject 
: China which is an offspring of Rus­ 
sia? 
Prof. C. Northcote Parkinson of 
the University of Malaya, pleading 
for recognition, once put it this 
way: 
“ Diplomatic courtesies imply no 
approval of the way a land is ruled. 
If they did, Great Britain need 
never have recognized the inde­ 
pendence of the American colonies. 
In recognizing their independence, 
the British were not viewing the 
m atter with enthusiasm. T h e y 
were merely recognizing a fact. 
The first step towards peace in 
Southeast Asia will be for the 
Americans to display as much 
sense of reality as was shown by 
George III. And George, remem­ 
ber, was not even sane.” 


PROF. PARKINSON forgets that 
the United States gained its free­ 
dom at the end of a war in which 
the British did badly. 
Naturally, the British did not 
view our independence with en­ 
thusiasm and never have. It was 
probably the greatest error in Brit­ 
ish history as William Pitt and Ed­ 
mund Burke told the Parliament of 
their day. 
Our present problem is not anal­ 
ogous unless we are prepared to 
say that because we lost the Ko­ 
rean War, we must recognize our­ 
selves as vanquished and the Red 
Chinese as victors, accepting from 
them a conqueror’s peace. We are 
not as insane as George III yet. 
At any rate, it is to be hoped 
that we have not lost all dignity 
and honor because we fear an atom. 
ic war, despite the frightening con­ 
sequences of such a war.

The American people will learn 
this week whether they have a di­ 
vided or a united government in 
Washington and likewise whether 
the Free World is behind the Unit­ 
ed States in its forthright stand 
against Communist aggression. 
For the President, in sending a 
message to Congress 
which 
re­ 
quests authority to use American 
armed forces to protect the Amer­ 
ican defense line in the Far East, 
has taken a decisive step. 
It calls for support by the Demo­ 
cratic as w’ell as the Republican 
parties in both houses. 
It calls also for support of the 
principle by Great Britain, France, 
Italy and the other countries of 
the free world to whom the United 
States already has given a similar 
commitment in the congressional 
authorizations related to the North 
Atlantic Treaty. For in that area 
a future attack on any one of the 
member countries is to be con­ 
strued as an attack on the defense 
line of our own armed forces. 


OCCASIONS IN American his­ 
tory when a president of the Unit­ 
ed States has asked for the pas­ 
sage of a joint resolution authoriz­ 
ing the use of the armed forces of 
this country are rare. 
Usually they arise when Ameri­ 
can military intervention already 
had occurred in an emergency and 
Congress is requested to ratify the 
step or else when authority is re­ 
quested to ratify a state of war al­ 
ready begun by some other coun­ 
try. 
This time President Eisenhower 
is asking for a contingent author­ 
ity—the right to use the armed 
forces if and when an act of in­ 
vasion of the Formosa area—de­ 
fined as within our defense or se­ 
curity orbit—is committed by a 
hostile power. 
Actually the United States for 
all practical purposes now is in a 
state of war with the government of 
Red China which has 
a 
million 
troops poised against the American 
and Allied forces in Korea. An ar­ 
mistice is not a treaty of peace 
and hence a state of war continues 
in Korea. 
Pursuing this realistic fact, the 
President now is really asking for 
authority to protect the troops in 
Korea. For if by any neglect of 
the Formosa area, the Communist 
Chinese are able to conquer the 
armies of the Nationalists, the 
way is open for the Red Chinese 
to transfer their big army on the 
mainland to Manchuria and the vi­ 
cinity of the Yalu River. To ignore 
this factor of the military situation 
is to put in jeopardy the American 
divisions now stationed in Korea. 
Hence the President’s message 
is in line with the traditional pol­ 
icy of the United States to protect 
its armed forces wherever they 
are. While American troops were 
sent to Korea to fulfill a mission 
directed by the United Nations, 
once they are stationed abroad 
their protection as an army does 
not cease to be the military obliga­ 
tion of the United States govern­ 
ment. 


THE DEFENSE line of the Unit­ 
ed States at present extends from 
Korea southward to Okinawa, For­ 
mosa and the Philippines. Under 
the Truman administration, t h e 
“defense perim eter” did not in­ 
clude Korea but it did run south­ 
ward from Japan to Okinaw’a to 
Formosa and to the Philippines. 
So the Democrats are committed 
to the adoption of military meas­ 
ures to protect that line—in fact, 
it was this thesis which the U.S. 
Joint Chiefs of Staff upheld when

Gen. Eisenhower was chief of staff i 
of the Army prior to the outbreak j 
of the war in Korea. 
The defense of an American line 
in the Far East however is not 
solely a military matter that is 
confined to American forces. 
It 
goes to the obligations that are 
implicit in the treaties of mutual 
defense which have been drawn 
up with the Republic of Korea, the 
Nationalist government on Formo­ 
sa, the Philippines, Australia and 
New Zealand. In fact, the protec­ 
tion of all Southeast Asia is di­ 
rectly related to the joint resolu­ 
tion which the President now is 
requesting from Congress. For it 
means that the United States in­ 
tends to make good on its pledges 
contained in those mutual defense 
pacts. This is a concrete exhibi­ 
tion of American good faith. For 
a threat to the pieace of the Far 
East indeed has arisen through the 
warfare by the Communists close 
to Formosa. 


THE MORAL IMPACT of t h e 
step 
must inevitably be f e l t 


throughout the world and especial­ 
ly in Europe. It puts the United 
States on record as willing to do 
its share in the defense not only of 
the free countries in Europe but 
those of Asia as well. It is notice 
to the Communists that all the by­ 
play about sentencing American 
prisoners as “spies” and seeking 
by propaganda methods to capi­ 
talize on the incident is irrelevant 
and that when the chips are down 
—as they appear to be in and 
around Formosa—the United States 
will employ its armed forces. 
This means naval power and air 
power and the use of atomic power 
too. For today the dropping 
of 
atomic shells can be confined to 
military installations. 
The Communists now must un­ 
derstand that the United S t a t e s 
means business and that “peace­ 
ful co-existence” must mean peace­ 
ful behavior on the part of the Com­ 
munists, too, if the use of Ameri­ 
can armed forces is not to be 
compelled.

‘Give Us Hope’

Erwin D. 
Canham, 
editor of 
the Christian Science Monitor and 
one of seven men chosen by the 
four rebellious convicts in Mas­ 
sachusetts State Prison to arrange 
a truce, has written a powerful 
j story about the experience. 
Its power comes not only from 
Canham’s skill as a writer but 
from the simplicity of the theme 
given him by the desperate pris­ 
oners. All they wanted, they said 
when the showdown came, was 
hope. 
They 
did 
not 
seek 
freedom. 
They did not want to be excused 
for their misdeeds. But they could 
not bear to face the prospect of 
life without hope. They were mind­ 
ful of Dante’s version of the in­ 
scription on the gates of hell: 
“All hope abandon, ye who enter 
here.” They had entered hell. 
It is doubtful if the penologists 
of Massachusetts 
or 
any other 
state will be impressed 
by the 
plight of these men, although a 
penologist must wonder sometimes 
if his job wouldn’t be easier if 
hope could be substituted for the 
desperation that complicates pris­ 
on administration. 
Nor will taxpayers be impressed 
by what happens to a few human 
beings whose loss of hope makes 
them desperate enough to strike 
out 
blindly 
a n d 
desperately 
against the symbols of the forces 
that deprived them of the indis­ 
pensable element of life. Better 
prison conditions would cost a lot 
of money. 
Men can exist by bread alone. 
Prisoners never starve physically 
in this country. Their bodies are 
kept alive even when the jailers 
are barbarians. 
But no man can live in his mind 
without hope. 
Whether he is behind bars or 
privileged to move about as he 
pleases, he must believe he has a 
chance to get some of what he 
has fixed in his mind’s eye as 
desirable—and the range of de­ 
sire is infinite. 
It may be as little a thing as 
a chance to walk in the sun once 
{ more, to 
hear 
a 
loved 
one’s 
i voice, or to revisit 
a 
familiar 
scene. Or it may be as great a 
thing as a chance to sit in the 
seats of the mighty. 
While there is hope, there is life. 
• The adage. 


Perhaps nothing can be done 
about restoring hope to men who 
have jeopardized their right to it 
by committing crimes against so­ 
ciety. But as long as society re­ 
tains respect for the dignity of 
mankind, the problem will be wor­ 
risome to men of good conscience. 
The incident in Massachusetts 
State Prison will cause re-exam­ 
ination. Every prison 
riot does 
that And out of a long succession 
of riots there has come a more 
enlightened version of the point 
where incarceration ceases to be 
justifiable and becomes inhumani­ 
ty. 
* 
We expect nothing 
from 
bar­ 
barians who rob prisoners of life 
as casually as they rob them of 
hope. We must wait on civilization 
to do away with genocide, torture 
and “brain-washing.” 
But we who regard ourselves as 
better than barbarians will con­ 
tinue to re-examine the problem 
and try new ideas whenever we 
are confronted with reminders that 
robbing men of hope is a moral 
offense. 
Whether the robbery is done 
through imprisonment or 
condi­ 
tions that can destroy hope out­ 
side prisons, the offense must rest 
heavily on human consciences.

Ohio Publisher 
Due To Testify 
In Libel Suit Case 
CINCINNATI W—Roger H. Fer- 
ger, publisher of the Cincinnati 
Enquirer, was called back to the 
witness stand today to testify in 
the million dollar libel suit brought 
against the newspaper by news­ 
caster Tom McCarthy. 
Ferger testified for two hours 
yesterday as the first witness in 
the common pleas court trial. 
McCarthy, newscaster for Cin- 
cinati radio station WKRC, claims 
an Enquirer editorial on fluorida­ 
tion libeled him. Fluoridation is 
the adding of a chemical to a 
water system in an attem pt to 
lessen children’s tooth decay. 
The Enquirer supported fluorida­ 
tion, which the voters rejected in 
a referendum. McCarthy says he 
did not oppose fluoridation but 
merely presented the other side 
of the question. 
Ferger told the jury the news­ 
paper backed the public health 
measure because of its endorse­ 
ments by physicians and dentists. 
In opening statements, Edward 
A. Doering, McCarthy’s attorney, 
said the Enquirer editorial harmed 
McCarthy personally and profes­ 
sionally. He said he expects to 
prove that the editorial was used 
with the intent to destroy compe­ 
tition and was motivated by mal­ 
ice and hatred. 
The Enquirer’s attorney, Jam es 
G. Headley, said there was no 
such malice or intent to injure the 
broadcaster. He said the editor­ 
ial was an opinion the newspaper 
was entitled to express in its edi­ 
torial columns. He claimed Mc­ 
Carthy’s income of $52,000 in 1953 
was not adversely effected by the 
editorial.

Both the Ohio House and Senate 
last night received bills to give a 
telephone subscriber the right to 
demand use of a party line in an 
emergency—medical, fire or police. 
The proposals included fines for 
those who refuse to yield a tele­ 
phone circuit for emergency use. 
But they also included fines for 
those who concoct phony emer­ 
gencies just because they are tired 
of waiting for another party to 
finish a conversation. 
The House bill was introduced 
by Rep.

The proposals came as the Legis­ 
lature began its fourth week of 
work with the introduction of 34 
bills and one proposed constitution­ 
al amendment. Now in the legisla­ 
tive mill are 298 bills. 
The constitutional amendment, 
proposed by Rep. Earl D. Apple­ 
gate (D-Jefferson), would put the 
entire state on daylight saving 
time between the last Sunday of 
April and September. It differs 
from a bill offered earlier to ac­ 
complish the same purpose in this 
respect: The bill would permit dis­ 
senting cities to retain standard 
time under the “home rule” pro­ 
vision of the Constitution, but 
constitutional time provision would 
nullify the “ home rule” provision 
insofar as time is concerned. 
As the G e n e r a I Assembly re­ 
sumed its wo»*k, an apparent dis- 
agrement appeared between lead­ 
ers of the GOP-controlled Legisla­ 
ture and Gov.

Council Take® Initial 
Step On Road Survey 


Council Monday night approved 
the first legislative step toward a 
$15,000 arterial highway survey to 
plan a long-range street improve­ 
ment program for East Liverpool 
that would be financed with state 
and federal aid. 
Council approved an ordinance 
declaring the city’s intention to 
hire an engineering firm to make 
the survey and stipulating that the 
municipality will be credited with 
95 per cent of the cost as part of 
its share of the first street project 
built here as a result. 
The next step will be legisla­ 
tion to issue $15,000 in bonds to fi­ 
nance a contract with a firm of 
consulting engineers. M a y o r E. 
Allan McKeever told Council a 
week ago he was negotiating with 
three concerns on data and prices. 


State Highway Department offi­ 
cials in Division l l at New Phila­ 
delphia told Council, city officials 
and a Chamber of Commerce com­ 
mittee late in 1954 that there is 
little chance of the city obtaining 
state and federal aid for improve­ 
ment or reconstruction of major 
streets without a long-range pro­ 
gram as laid down in an arterial 
survey. 
The arterial survey sets up a 
series of city street improvements 
arranged to tie in with m a j o r 
roads leading into the municipality 
so that the state and the city co­ 
operate in eliminating traffic con­ 
gestion. 
Unless the city commits itself 
definitely to its plans for street 
construction in main arteries, new 
four-lane highways built by t h e 
state would deadend outside t h e 
city limits, the state engineers told 
the local groups. 
Other Ohio cities that already 
have completed the arterial sur­ 
veys have launched ambitious im­ 
provements with state and federal 
aid, the H i g h w a y Department 
spokesmen said.

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$40,000 Bond 
Issue Set For 
Sewage Plant 


Proceeds Will Go To 
Plans Revision And 
For Rights-Of-Way 


Council gave unanimous approv­ 
al Monday night to a $40,000 bond 
issue to finance revision of plans 
for the $1 million municipal sew­ 
age disposal plant and purchase of 
rights-of-way in connection w i t h 
the project. 
The ordinance provides $30,000 
for engineering in reviewing the 
plans and supervising construction 
and $10,000 for land purchase. 
It’s another step toward the dis­ 
posal plant that the city will be 
required to build to comply with 
a pact that prohibits municipali­ 
ties and industries on the Ohio Riv­ 
er and its tributaries from dump­ 
ing untreated sewage and indus­ 
trial waste. 
Mayor E. Allan McKeever al­ 
ready has been authorized to hire 
an engineering firm to review the 
plans for the plant originally drawn 
about 1S47 by the late Fred S. 
Barckhoff of Salem. A site in West 
End was acquired last year for 
about $17,000 
After the plans and cost esti­ 
m ates are brought up to date, one 
of the next steps will be issuance 
of mortgage revenue bonds to fi­ 
nance the project, then an adver­ 
tisement for contractors’ bids. 
The $40,000 in planning and land 
bonds will be retired out of pro­ 
ceeds from the revenue bond is­ 
sue. Sewage rents against e a c h 
household and business place con­ 
nected to the city’s system will 
provide the funds for retiring the 
$1 million issue. 
At the suggestion of George S. 
Bloomgren, consulting city engi­ 
neer, Council agreed informally 
last night to add to the sewage 
project a new section of sanitary 
trunk sewer line about 1,800 to 2,- 
000 feet between Boyce St. and 
Pennsylvania Ave. and the river. 
Bloomgren estimated the cost at 
$16,000 to $20,000. It will be in­ 
cluded in the overall cost of the 
project. 
The new line is needed to re­ 
lieve a sewer along Pennsylvania 
Ave. that is loaded to capacity at 
the 4-6 and 9-11 p. rn. “ peak hours” 
each day, the engineer told Coun­ 
cil. 
Since the sewer was built, many 
homes have been added to it in the 
North Side - Maplewood - Beech­ 
wood areas because of the post­ 
war home building boom and con­ 
struction of new sanitary lines,! 
Bloomgren explained. 
The new line would run from, 
Boyce St. south to the interceptor 
sewer, which will be built along’ 
either Ohio Ave. or St. George St.,; 
leading to the disposal plant, he 
said. The present sewer empties 
into the river at Central Ave., he, 
explained. 
An even greater load will be put; 
on the present trunk line if the, 
city goes ahead with plans for sew-; 
ering additional areas in Beech­ 
wood, the engineer told Council.

WASHINGTON (J) — President 
Eisenhower has not told the Red 
Chinese precisely all the islands 
lying off the China mainland which 
this country would fight to defend 
against their attack. 
Before the present tension is 
over, this country may have to 
tell the Chinese Reds: “Step ashore 
on any of these islands and it 
means war.’* 
In his message to Congress yes­ 
terday, Eisenhower asked its ap­ 
proval beforehand for any action 
he might think necessary to de­ 
fend Formosa and the Pescadores 
Islands. He included, without nam­ 
ing them, “closely related locali­ 
ties’* which the Reds might use 
for an attack on Formosa. 
Since he did not specify which 
small offshore islands this country 
would help Chiang Kai-shek’s Chi­ 
nese Nationalists to defend, his 
message was essentially a restate­ 
ment of what he had said before: 
that the United States would fight 
to defend Formosa and the nearby 
Pescadores. 
He left vague this country’s in­ 
tentions about the other islands 
naming only Quemoy as “one of 
the natural approaches to Formo­ 
sa.’’ The purpose may have been 


to keep the Red Chinese guessing. 
But if that was its purpose, vague­ 
ness did not deter them before. 
Last week the Communists cap­ 
tured the tiny Chiang-held island 
of Yikiangshan and attacked the 
Tachens, an island group near 
Yikiangshan. They may try their 
luck again and test this country’s 
intentions by further attacks. 
The purpose of the President’s 
message may have been psycho­ 
logical too: to show by firm lan­ 
guage, backed by Congress, that 
this country was willing to act if 
pushed too far. 
It is known that his advisers 
thought it might be well to draw 
a precise defense line but decided 
against doing so. His top advisers, 
the National Security Council, may 
have drawn this line in secret. 
This is not the first time the 
problem of drawing a precise line 
has arisen publicly. In a talk be­ 
fore the National Press Cub on 
Jan. 12, 1950, six months before 
the Korean War, Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson publicly stated this 
country’s defense perimeter in the 
Pacific: the Aleutian Islands, Jap­ 
an, the Ryukyu Islands and the 
Philippines. 
He did not mention Formosa, 
which at that time the United 


States did not intend to defend. 
Nor did he mention Korea within 
the defense perimeter, an omission 
which the Republicans threw up 
to hun later, after the Communist 
attack there. 
But Acheson did say of “other 
Pacific’’ areas that, if they were 
attacked, they would have to de­ 
fend themselves until the United 
States 
and the United Nations 
could go to their assistance. That 
was what happened in Korea. 
Eisenhower in a 1952 talk said 
Acheson had “excluded’’ Korea. 
Acheson accused Eisenhower of 
“torturing” the truth. The Repub­ 
lican argument was that if Ache­ 
son had specifically included Ko­ 
rea in his defense line, the Com­ 
munists might not have attacked.
